{o intamouſly reports, eucry one {peaking as hee is him- 
ſelfe) was a Door of Dininitic, of {ingular vertue and 5 
vnderſtanding, whoin the yeere 1557. was burnt in Va{o- ; 
91d, for the Proteitant Religion, together with his mo- | 


ther, brothers, and ſiiters, and a Knight of ſpeciall good 
quality , called Don Carlos, as alſo the Marques of Poza 


fonne, and many others, cre exceedingly att ted and 
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perſecuted : the houſe, whither they vſed daily torepaire 
to heare the word of God, was raſed downe, and ſowed 
with ſalt, that it might neuer be |reedified : and in the 
middelt of this houſc, they ſet a marble pillar, for a me- 
moriall, that there faithfull Chriſtians (whom they call 
Hereges Lutheranos) were woont to allemble. ConF#antino 
aiſo was a Doctorof as profound and great learning, as 
Spazuc_in many ages had brought forth, Hee was prea» 
cher and Confetlor ro that renowmed Emperour Charles 
the fift, and by this meanes, if he had afte&edit,he might 
haue riſen to very eminent dignities ; but all this he rete- 
&ed and contemned, (as a man that made no accuunt of 
theſe worldly honours)and went to Sexila, where he was 
taken by the Inquilition , and dying there, his body was 
afterwards burned by order of the ſame Inquiſition. His 
followers (whom this Author ſpeciftes) were very rare 
men, borh for their learning and lives, who oppoſed 
them'(clues, and in Pulpits publikely preacht againſt the 
tyranny, doXrine, and proccedings of the Pope, and the 
Inquitirors ; explaining lincerely to the people,the trueth 
of Chriltz ſacred Golpel, to ſuch wonderfull benefit and 
emolument ot all the faichtull, that inthe ſame time, a- 
boue eight hundred were taken and impriſoned for this 
cauſe, by the Inquilition, onely within the compaſſe of 
rhe Ciric of Seu:{4.5ome of them were rich people,and of 
very good quality, both men and women; among which 
number, was Doz 1uan Ponce de Leon, brother to the Cournte 
de Baylen , and coulin to the Duke of Arcos, a Gentleman 
queltionleſle of {ingular pietie and integritie; and the La- 
dy 10ana,wifc to the Lord of Z:2uera,whom,preſently at- 
ter her child-bearing, the Inquilitors expos'd to a torment 
called del Burro, in the caſtle cf Triana, and the torment 
was {o great, that {he died ghereof: for the cords pierced 
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euen to the marrow bones of her armes, her thighes and 
legges; and in this her atHition and torment, they caried 
her backe againe to priſon, in a maner dead, ſhe vomiting 
blood out of her mouth ingreat abundance, her very en- 
trailes being rent and torne : in the end, ſome cight dayes 
afrer theſe torments, ſhe died, hauing no body ncere, or 
about her, no not {o much as a damolell, who a few dayes 
before, was cruelly-handled and tormented as her felfe 
was. Many of this number thus impriſoned and taken, 
wereatterwards burned, which they did, by twentie and 
twenty at a time; thereſt were molt barbarouſly and in- 
humanely entreated ; the houſe where they congregated 
was defac't, and vſcd after the ſame maner as that of (4- 
z4alla was in Vallaolid, Let the courteous Reader peruſe 
that religious and learned mans worke, Cypz 7a» de Yalera, 
in his peculiar Treatiſe of the Authoritie of the Pope, 
where he relates theſe perſecutions more at large : And to 
a booke entituled , 12qui/itro Hiſpanica, written firſt by a 
Spaniard in Latine, & afterwards tranſlated into Engliſh, 
where both theſe, and many other ſorts of torments are 
deſcribed, wherwith they perſecute the faithtull in $/arze. 
But thar which hath been delivered, {hill ſufkle me at this 
time : whereby it may appeare, thatifit were nor for the 
ſtriAneſle of that rigorous Inquilition,there would excce- 
ding many and fairhfuil good Proteſtants, daily manifeſt 
and reucale themſclues ; and yet notwithitanding rhe 
ſame, and all their crueities vſed, there are in many 1arts 
ſome : all which may iuſtly excite a chariravle and iauou- 
rable conſtruRXion of thoſe, that leaue thoſe Kingdomes, 
and repaire into other Dominions, thar they may there, 
with all Chriſtian liberty, truely worthip and call vpon 
Gods holy Name. And ler none be rea'iy to reproch vs 
(as many vſc to doe) with a Bilhop of Spalate, or ſome 
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rem other famous Impoſtor, and ſubrill Spic z for God forbid 


we [hould all be made of the ſame mercall : for as the Spas. 
nilh proucrbe ſaies,Toavs {9s e405 ae 1a manono ſon yguales; 
There's difference betwixt one man and another. Belides, 
the many and ſingular commodities we hauc beene ready 
tolcaue and forſake 1n our owne Countreys,and the innu- 
merable troubles, pouerties,difcontentments, anddiſtaſts 
that we meet withallin iprreine parts, yeeld no weake nor 
flender teſtimony, that God doth gracioully intend to fi- 
niſhthe good worke he hath already begunin vs. Andin 
my opinton, a man hath no reaſon to forbeare the doing 
of good to anocher, in that he is fearctul] and miſtruittull 
of his doing ill; b*cauſe jnihis caſe we ought nor ſo much 
to reſpet the perſon whom we benehr, as hum, tor whoſe 
cauſe we are moou'd to any commileration or pity z and 
this is God. Neither in like maner,1s it a good and com- 
mendable courſe,tor the attrafting and bringing of a man 
to any good, and ro abett and vphold his perſeuerance 
therein, to draw backe our hands trom his rclicfe and ſuc- 
cour;tor this were enough in them vnſtable, and not iny- 
red and habituated , in atHitions and calamities, to make 
them murmure with the [Iſraclites in the wilderneile, and 
ro cry out againe afterrhe flcſhpots of Egypt : Although

ud when thouriſeſt wp againe , thou ſhalt faſten them a4 a ſig- 
net to thy hand, and they ſhall bee, and mooue before thine eyes, 
and thou ſhalt write themin th: galleries and port us of thy 
hoaſe. With what other words ( wee may ſay with Gra- 
paaaa) could the conſideration and ſtudie of the Law haue 
been better exemplified; and as if all this had been little, 
in the 11. Chapter of the fame Booke, heeagaine recom. 
mends itto vs in the ſelfe ſame words, (a thing which ſel- 
dome happens in the Scripture) ſo great was the care of 
this heauenly man (who ſpake with God face to face) de- 
ſired wee ſhould haue to be afſiduous in the Law of God, 
as who well vnderſtood how much wee were bound fo 
to doc, and the ineſtimable fruits and benchits that would 
follow of ir. The ſame God that without making diffe- 
rence of Sexe, age , or qualitie, enioyned all to reade the 
ſacred Scripture, did likewiſe ordaine thatit ſhould be di- 
uulgedin all languages, thar all might haue the fruition 
of it. So doth the learned Father , Lays de Leoz, confeſſe 
itin theſe words, That God compiled the holy Scrip- 
tures with very plaine words, andin alanguage which 
was vulgar and familiar tothem., to. whom hee firſt gaue 
them. And when fro them,together with the true know- 
ledge of Ieſus Chriſt, this treaſure was transferred and 
communicated to the Gentiles, hee cauſed them to bee 
explicared into diuers tongues , and almoſt into all thoſe 
which at that time were moſt generall and common , that 
they might bec obuious and familiar vnto all. And to ra- 
tifie the trueth hereof , wee reade that S. Hierome tranſla- 
ted it into his mother tongue, which was the Dalmatique: 
And 1o5n(hryſoſtome into the Armenique tongue, 71phz- 
{as a Gotiſh Biihop into the Gotiſh tongue, as DoRor 
Prades relateth of all the three, 10h», Prelate of Seuill, 
tranſlated ic intothe Arabique,as Father TH ariaza ſtori- 
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Alſothe tructh of the former propoſition appeareth(to 
wit,thatall the faichfull are obliged to reade and ruminate 
the holy Scripture,) in thatthe holy Doors and ancient 
Fathers exhartes all thereunto. Father Puente doth 
clearely teach this, as you may ſeein the place quoted in 
the Margent. So likewiſe Father Prades doeth openly 
confeſſe ir, though hee adde that notwithſtanding this, 
the Catholike Church,to wit, the Romane,did prudently 
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id holily in prohibiting the valgar to reade the Scrip: 
ture, that you may ſce how the Papiſts eſteemed the au- 
, thoritic of the holy Doors , when they ſpeake (which 
Granadaenel they oft doe) againſt their errours and tyrannies, Luys de 
- AF ,, Granalaapprooues our propoſition ; and in proofe of it 
mntroducion Alleagerh that which S. Hzerom wroteto a Virgin, by name 
del Symbolw, 0 Demetria, recommending to her the reading of ſacred 
Hiere..d De- Scripture :-and giues the ſame aduice to S. Paula, and 
met. yeclds this reaſon of it, that the true nouriſhment of the 
ſoule, is to meditate day and night on the Law of the 
Lord,and S. Berzard writing to his (iſter, perl[wades her 
Bernard 41% ro this ſtady,declaring vnto her particularly the fruits and 
bene vixendi, effeRs of this good reading. And S. Paw counſelleth his 
_ C50, diſciple T nts of who was full of the holy Ghoſt, thatrill 
hee came , hee ſhould bee exerciſed in reading the holy 
Scripture, v/hich Tithe had learned from a childe. Fa- 
Torres!i3.25, ther Torres is of the ſame minde with Granaaa, and brings 
ca :4:1:7'- toratifie his opinion almoſt the ſelfe ſame examples and 
71 teſtimonies which the other did; and addes that S, Fulgen- 
* _ #iusrecommends the foreſaid ſtudy of Diuine Scripture, 
rg vnto Theodoret the Senator, Of S.Hierome Father Guſman 
I recordeth,that he wrote to a Father,and in another place 
—_— toa mother, that they ſhould enure their daughters to 
nes de! 1512/74 reade and vnderſtand the holy Scripture. Gregorie Nazt- 
tra-aj f-,24 anzenec ( ſaith Father Reynoſa ) aduifed out of his great ex- 
Pram i» perience,thar the Bible ſhould neuer part out of the heart, 
Revalbſa 4 , © norout of the mouth, nor out of the vnderſtanding, nor 
2. d-l mars Out of the tongue , by reaſon of the admirable benefits 
Chrifian, Which redounded from the aſhduous vſe of it, 
S. ChryſoRome amongſt all thereſt of the Fathers,is ve- 
ry admirable in this point, and particularly in his third 
Sermon that hee made of Lazarus, where he anſwereth to 
all the obieKions that-the Papiſts at this day make a- 
gainſt the frec and vulgar vic of the Bible. The Reader 
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may pleaſe to peruſe the Exhortation, which moſtTear 
ned and godly Cypriano de Yalexamade, toperſwade men 
eo reade continually the holy Scriptures, where hee ſhall 
find the maine and principall ſumme colleted , of what- 
ſocuer S. Chry/oſtome delivers in that place. 

Beſides that tormerly deliuered, we doe proouc,the pre- 
ciſe necefhitic and- obligation , wherein all the faithfull 
ſtand bound, to readethe holy Scriptures, becauſe in the 
Primitiue Churchand many ages after;all ſorts of people 
did ſo, andit was counted a great offence, not to reade 
them : and that this reading was very behoouefull and 
profitable for them, the moſt learned Do&or Zorn af- 
ftirmes moſt clearely,faying; In che firſt ages of the Primi- 


tive Church, and many yecres after, it was eſteemed a 66: «eCbrifia 


preat fault in the faithfull, not to be often conuerſant in 
the peruſing and reading of the Diuine Bookes : and Ec- 
cle{iaſtieall nien, and thoſe whom we call Secular, both 
learned, and vnlearned, for this reaſon, treated ſo much 
of this cxercile and ſtudy, that the carefulneſſe herein of 


the vulgar ſort, ſtirred vp in Biſhops and Prelates, a grea- 


ter ſtudy and praiſe in-the ſame; whoordinarily in their 
Churches, in a manner euery day, expounded'the ſacred 
Scriptures to the people, becauſe the particular reading 
of them by cuery one in their houſes, by the light of thar 
publike dodrine ,ibeing illuminated, and gouerned as it 
were by their Maſters and Teachersvoice, might be free 
from errour, and be a cauſe of the greater and more im- 
portant'benehit ; which in very deed was ſo great, as that 
order and gouernment was religious and zealous, and the 
fruit- was anſwerable to their ſowing of the ſeede. And 
Maſter Prades-confefleth as much in this point, as Zeor, 
in theſe words ; [Inancienttimes the holy Scriptures were 
propounded- to the people in the vulgar tongue, that ſo 
all ſorts of people might reade them ; the which'was ve- 
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5 ſuch approoucd of many holy and 


profitable, and a 
very learned men. 
Tharthe ſaid Reading of the holy Scriptures, prooued 
Prades ene! Very profitable, many Spaniſh writers afhrme and con. 
—_ feſſe : but among(t all thereſt, Father Torres auerres the 
ls megins, Tame admirably, with wonderfullexamples of many who 
were curd and reform'd by the ſame. The which I will 
Torres lib,25.de heere expreiſe and ſer downe with all pothble breuitie, 
{« Phileſoph2 that the propounded veritie may more euidently appeare. 
de Princapes. 0 POP 
Cap.2, The firſt example produced by Torres, is of the Eunuch, 
ſcruant to Cardaces Queene of Ethiopia, who by the 
meanes of reading the Prophet Eſazas, artain'd to the 
knowledge of Chriſtian veritie. The ſecond is, of S. Ew- 
genia, who deſiring to be afſur'd of the infallible know- 
ledge ofher ſaluation, the Epiſtles of S. Pau/cameto her 
hands, (this would not haue happened to her if thee had 
beene in Spaine) vpon the doQrine whereof {he conſide- 


ring and meditating, ſhein ſuch ſortgrew to diſcouerthe

falfities and deceits of the Gentiles, and the veritie of 


Chriſtian wiſedome, that ſhe was notonely conuerted to 
the faith and beliefe of our Lord , but further, ſhee was 
martyrcd in defence, and for the confefhon of the ſame. 
The third example that he propoundeth is , of thar illu- 
ſtrious Domna, who was a Martyr of Ieſus Chriſt ; who 
being a Gentile, noleſſe prudent then honourable, and 
being brought vp in the Palace of the Emperour Maxi- 
ian, by chance {he met with a booke of the ſame Epi- 
ſtles, and with the Hiſtory written by S. Luke,of the As 
of the Apoltles ; in whoſe doctrine, the diſcouecred the er- 
rors of Infidelitic ; and ſo becomming a Chriſtian, ſhee 
embraced a cruell death, to keepe {Gon of rhat ſhce 
had vndertaken. To the former examples he addes this 
other, of that moſt illuminated S. —tugu/tine, who being 
plunged in a thouſand doubts and ambiguities, it was 

{aid 
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ſaid vnto him , Tolle &+ lege: Take and reade : and hee 0- "Rm. 
| beying this voice, not knowing from whom, or whence F 
” itcame, hee tooke the Epiſtles of the Apoſtle, and ope- 
| ning them, the firſt which preſented themſclues to him, 
were thoſe wordes written to the Romanes, Chap.13. 
Not in eating and arunkenneſſe, but put yee on our Lerd Jeſus 
Chrift,+c. And theſe reaſons ſo farre preuailed with him, 
that preſently abjuring his hercfie, hee was conuerted to 
| the Lord. The laſt example propounded by this Author, 
| is incomparably beyond all the reſt, and ſufficient to 
| mooue vs, neuer to be without the holy Scriptures in 
our hands z whichis, the ſame of the moit holy Virgine, 
the Mother of him thar is Lord of heauen andearth, who 
at the ſame time, when ſhe felt in her ſacred entrailes, the 
moſt diuine myſterie of the Incarnation, by the com- 
ming of the Angel, S. Ambroſe ſayes, that ſhee was rea- = 
| ding and meditating on the Propheſic of &azs, Chap.7. O— 
. Ecce Virgo concipiet, & partet felium, ec. whereunto Torres | 
addes, That wee may conceiue, how the reading of the 
holy Scriptures, wasa (ingular preparation for the recei- 
ving of ſuch a fauour and grace ; the which he confirmes, 
and this renowmed S. _A4«2u/tine obſcrues in the bleſſed 
Virgine ; amongſt whoſe many excellencies, hee ſpecifies 
one, namely, that ſhe was very well read and conuerſant 
inthe Prophets, Many othcr examples the ſame Father 
Torres mentions, which-hecre I omit to auoid prolixitic; 
and becauſe theſe aboue declared, cuidently demonſtrate, 
thae the vſc and reading of the holy Scriptures, hath cuer 
beenc comman and commendable in all the faithfull; and 
thar.the peruſing of them, hath brought foorth wonder- 
full effe&ts ; which is the ſame we aimed ar in the begin- 
ning, and which for more efficacic, we now briefly con- 
firme by the example of S. Gertruas, with whom (if wee 


may belecue the Papiſts blaſphemous fition) our Lord

Pele6 #422: Texts, both in the one and th'other Teſtament 3 who, if

Bouke 1s ap. {he were now in Spaine, I make no doubr but ſhe would 
p-ou«d bythe He reputed a Lutherane. Wee alſo prooucd more in par- 
gravett 7” eicular, in what an obligation allthe faichfull tand bound 
$/tine, ro readethe divine Scriptures, becauſeit is Gods pleaſure 
we ſhould know and vnderſtand him by them. ZorenFs 
, Juſtiniano reacheth as much, who Fray 1oſeph.de Teſus Ma- 
TRY '., 7/4 followes, andalledgeth in theſe words : By meanes of 
d:{««x53a. the holy Scriptures, our Lord meant to illuminate and 
54s 31444 inſtruct our ignorance, informe and dire our faith,and 
ſirgad. Iv; - ; 
fortifieand ſtrengthen our hopes. The very ſame, Father 
Arincan openly confeſleth and maintaineth, ſaying, that 
the holy Scripture, is a Booke plaine and delucide, wirh- 
out danger, which God imparted to vs, that by the ſame 
wee might know him. Bur aboue all theſe Teſtimonies, 
thar of S. Avgu#ize, conferring with God in prayer, and 
ſpeaking of himſlelfe, propounds vnto vs, and Father 
Lewys of Granada auerres and confirmes the ſame : 
Whereas ] was weake and inſufficient (fayth S. eAugu- 
inc) to finde out trueth, with naked reaſon , and there- 
fore ſtood in need of the teſtimonie and authoritie of the 
Granida»!s holy Scripture, | began then preſently to conceiue,how it 
/roppeee© wasnotpoſhibleto belecue, thatthou (O God) wouldeſt 
ciendeiS5m. giue [o greata diuinity, and power to thele writings in the 
jus world, bur that by their meanes thou wouldeſt be belee- 
ued, and by them ſought out. Saint A#guſtines words cx- 
tend thus farre , the which the Biſhop of Torroſa alſo al- 


ledgeth, to proouc, what we haue formerly propounded: 
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ly, by them to finde out Chriſt, whom (as $ 
aich) the Scripture ſounded in his care. From this, it 
muſt needs infallibly follow, that whoſocuer takes away 
the vie of the holy Scripture from the vulgar, together 
with them, they take away the onely meanes and inſtru» 
ment which God gaue them, to know himſelfe,. and his 
Sonne Icſus Chriſt;zand ſo conſequently they ſhut againſt 
rhem the gate of eternal life, which wholly confiſtsin this 
knowledge, and the ſame Ieſus Chriſt teſtifieth, ſpeaking 
to his heauenly Father, from which alſo we may colle&, 
how dcepely we ſtand bound and obliged to the reading 
of the ſame holy Scripture, if wee meane to know God, 
and obtaine cuerlaſting life. 

The ſaid obligation and bond, is alſo made more mani- 
feſt, wherein all Chriſtians and bound to reade the holy 
Scriptures; for as God will be beleeued our of them, ſo 
he will likewiſe by them be ſerued and reuerenced : be» 
cauſe in them hee reucales vnto vs his Diuine will and 
pleaſure, and hee ſent amongſt vs his holy Law, which 
the vulgar can no wayes obſcrue nor keepe,ifthey be not 
permitted to looke into it. They will peraduenture al- 
ledge, how this reaſon onely prooues, that cucry Chri- 
ſtian ought to know, and vnderſtand the Law of God ; 
but hereof it doth not neceſſarily follow,thart the reading 
of the holy Scriptures is requilite for all in generall, be- 
cauſe it is ſufficient, thatthe DoRors and great Maſters 


propound to the vulgar, wharſocuer is moſt neceſſaryand 


requiſite therein to be knowen, Firſt, I anſwerethis ob- 
ie&tion, That Gods will is not, the people ſhould onely 
hearc and vnderſtand , what their Teachers and Paſtors 
thinke good, but thatall and cuery good Chriſtian and 
fairhfull man,ſhould ſearch and lookeinto the Scripcures, 
as formerly hath beenc ſufficiently prooued': Asalſo it 
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= XX Tart, becauſe as S. Ba/il teacheth, andnexe 


to him the Biſhop of Torte/a, all Scripture is<diuinely in- 
ſpired, and written by the holy Ghoſt to this end, that as 
2 common medicine ofthe ſoule, all men in generall, and 
cuery man to himſelfe in particular, might apply a fir and 
proper remedy. Conformable to this, S. By/{teacheth,” 
whom Door Ferſecacires and followes ;-For as the eyes 
which behold all things , and cannot ſee themſelues, ex- 
cept in ſome glaſle that repreſents them to our light ; {© 
hkewiſe our ſoule, viewing and beholding all things, can- 
not ſce nor diſcerne her {elfe, but onely by looking into 
the glaſle of the holy Scriptures. Hereupon it followes, 
that the reading thereof is requilite and expedient for all 
men, in thatir is befitting, that all men ſhould both ſee, 
and know themſelues : Bur the Pope of Rowe will not 
permit rhe vulgar people to. ſee and behold themſelues 
1n this ditine glaſſe, that they may not aiſcerne how odi- 
ous and abominab!e the falſe doftrine he profeſſeth, mas» 
keth the Chriſtian ſoule in the ſtghr of God : imitating 
herein the Ape or Monkie, who breakes the glaſle , be- 
cauſeit layes open his owne vglinefle and deformity : and 
herein alſo reſembling that ancient Lays, who caſt away 
herglaſle ; whereof Auſoru made this Epigram : 
At mihi, nullus, in hc ſus, quia cernere talens, 
2ualts ſum, nolo, quilts era:n, noqueo. 


_ All which (as by his daily werkes it appcares) the Pope 


alledgeth of the diuine glaſſe of the holy Scriptures, for 


the vic he makes of them is but (mall, or none at all. Moſt 


true it is , that there 1s this difference betweene the Pope 
and Lays ; for the hated her owne deformitie, and notthe 
glaſle ; but hee loues his owne deformitie, and abhorres 
tac holy Scripture : for he reucales and manifeſts it to all 
the world. Burtlct this ſufhiſe for this time ; and ſecond- 


iy let vs anſwere the reaſon propounded to vs, for in that 
we 
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we ate commanded, to prooue anuuy Fe £ 
Sathan many times transformes himſelfe-into an AnFe 


of light : from hence it comes to paſle, that the reading 


of the ſacred Scriptures is neceſlary for all men ; which 
teach vs, how wee ſhould difcouer masked and hollow 


enemies, and thoſe inwardly deceitfull ; ſhewing vs alſo 


what we ſhould retaine, and what toauoid,as S. Auguſtine 
afirmes, and next to him Father 7c/as de Maria, And 
queſtionleſle, it it be not lawfull for vs to looke into the 
Scriptures, wee ſhall ſo hardly be able to diſtinguiſh be- 
tweene bad and good, the faire and deformed, what God 
commands, and ſo whar himſelfe prohibits, asa blinde 


man can iudge of colours, becaule it is only the Scripture 


that repreſents vnto vs all theſe things without any error 
or deceit. If it be not {o as I ſay, let a Papiſt tell me that 
neuer ſaw the Bible, how can hee trie the ſpirits whether 
they be of God, or of the deuill ? hor can he diſcerne be- 
tweene Gods and the Popes commandements ? By the 
word of God he cannot, becaule he neuer read it,nor heard 
it read, but only ina tongue he vnderſtood not ; which is 
as much as it he heard it notat all. Itmay be he will reply, 
that he knowes ſufficiently,becauſe the Pope and his Pre- 
lats haue ſo taught him. But chus I anſwere, He is ſubie& 
to a thouſand errors and deluſions; for how can he but be 
deceiued, who ſuffers himſelfe tobe led by the noſe, by 
thoſe men who are deepely interelſed in the ſame things 
they command, ſeeing (as Antoio de Guenarranotes) no 
man obſcrues loyalty and fidelitic, where peculiar intereſts 
doe diſtra& him ; and the ſame Cz2uarra faid, The Lordis 
onely he,that opens our light that we may cicarely ſee,and 
who points out vnto vs the way wherein we mult walke, 
and remooues the ſtones that they annoy or offend vs not, 
and aduiſeth vs what wee are to doe in all things. Now 
thereforc,ſuch a Papiſt as neuer lookt into the Bible, muſt 
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*auoid the running into innumerable crrours ; and there- 


fore his ſafeſt courſe is, torepaire to the holy Scriptures, 
which,withour any deceit or ambiguity,will informe him 
tn whatſocuer hee ought to belecue, orſtands obliged to 
be; for they are the moſt approoued and authenticall in- 
ſtruction, leanning tono fallitic, and therefore they arc 
called Canons or Rules, becauſe conformable to the ſame, 
Vt per Lydrum lapidem, fidei dogmata ſunt examinanda,as the 
Biſhop of Tortoſa prooucs out of S. Auguſtimes authoritie; 
and as the ſame Biſhop ſaid , The Scripture. is called the 
olde and new Teſtament, quia /icut in Teſtamento, mens 6 
volantas Teftatorts continetur ,ita in ſacra Scriptura, mens Det 
qui illins verus eſt Teftator, Asallo itis like a Letter or Epi- 
ftle which God writes to all the faithfull, wherein hee re- 
ueales vnto them his will,and what he requires from cue- 
ry one, as both S. Gregory & Father Puextetcach.VVhere- 
upon I conclude, thar all the faithfullin generall, none 
excepted, ſtand preciſely obliged and bound,to-reade and 
meditatein the holy Scriptures : Becauſeit is requiſite for 
all men to examine whether their faith be true or falſe, all 
men mult needs vnderſtand the will of their heaucnly Fa- 
ther,expreſt in this letter and Teftament;and as he ſhould 
be accounted an vngratefull and inhumane ſonne,that did 
contemne toreade and peruſe the deed and Teſtament of 
his Father, to know thereby his Will,and to put it in exe- 
cution 3 ſo with farre greater reaſon, he ought ſo to be e- 
freemed, thar regards not the Diuine Scriptures , becauſe 
they arc the letters and writings, wherein-our cternall Fa. 
ther, the King of kings and Lord of lords, hath declared 
his will and pleaſure, and what he requiresfrom vs. If any 
one, ſaith S. Gregory, & next to him Father P«exre,ſhould 
re-ciue letters from an earthly Emperour, he would not 


ceaſe till hee had read them , and vaderſtood what they 
compre- 
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I 
comprehended, to fulfill it : how therefore cantby ſ[6the 
1 fulneſle be ſo great, thar the heauenly Emperour, ha- 
uing ſent thee his Letters and Cerrificates for thy good, 
thou ſhouldeſt negle& and not reade them. Study there- 
: forc, I pray thee, cuery day , and reade and meditate con- 
| rinually on the words of thy Creator , conceiue and vn- 
derſtand Gods meaning in his owne wordes, forin them ; 
his diuine meaning and willis expreſt,there you ſhall per- y 
ceiue his ſublimiry and condition,the louc he beares thee, ; 
| and whar he would haue thce to doe,to giuc him content- 
ment: What Gregory and Puente ſpeakes to all true Chri- 
ſtians, I tell it now to you, noble and diſcreet Countrey- 
men, ( and lerit be lawtfull for me to ſpeake freely and 1n- 
geniouſly ) I beſcech you, affeRionarely ro tell me, what 
would you thinke of a man , vpon whole life it ſtands to 
knowe the will of his father,to purit in execution;zand ha- = 
uving meanes to vnderſtand the ſame without ambiguity S i | 
or doubt , by his laſt Will and Deede,he yet defires to bee 8 
informed of another , that goes about to delude and de- » is 
cciue him , would you not hold ſuch a man for the grea- : lt 
teſt foole and fothuing? Certainely if you doe thus, you E 1 | 
cannot bur perceiue, that you commit the ſame and a | ( 
greater folly : and theretore when you know that your * i 
heauenly Father hath lefc you his'diuine Will, manifeſted 7 fs 
and reucaled in his Teftamenr, and the Letters Parents of =.

you neuertheleſſe making ſmal account of this divine Te- 
ftament , andletter, repaire tothe Romane Biſhop,to bee 
informed of your heauenly Fathers Will, being true,thar 
the Pope is but a man,as others are, (if peraduenture hee 
bee not a woman, as Pope /ozne was) giuen to deceiue 
and to bee deceiued , whom it ſo neerely concernes thar 
you ſhould not know the will of God ; for your knowing

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* you goc inuironed with athouſand perils vnto the remo- 
teſt parts of the world,induced by I know not what pride 
and ambition, which cuer {wayerh in you, ( and are dete- 
{ted and miſpriſed by other Nations) to ſubiugate thoſe 
who neuer were in {ubieRtion , and to impole your yoake 
on the neckes of ſuch as neuer vnder-went it ; bee not ſo 
ſenceleſſe and ſo cowardly , that for feare of the, Pope-of 
Rome , you omit the peruſing and ſcrutiny ofthe Teſta- 
ment and Letter which the Emperour of heauen hath dai- 
ned toleaue you , by the reading whereof you ſhall expe-

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pounded. Farther Albarads is of the ſame opinion; A 
mongſt thoſe bookes ({aith hee, which we are euioyn'd to 
to reade)the holy Scripture hath the firſt place, which was 
dictated by the holy Ghoſt, toilluminate our vnderſtand- 
ingsand to make them holy. Father Serp+confeileth as 
much, ſaying, The diuine Scriptures, difipate the darke- 
neſſe and cloude of ignorance, and therefore the reading 
of them is exped:ent tor all men, inthatit concerneth all 
men not to be ignorant. 

And ſecing you, beloucd Countreymen (thatin chari- 
tie it may be jawful for me to exhort you) are inuolued 11 
the palpable and Acgyprtian darkenelFe of ignorance, as 
dayly experience teacheth vs,which all godly and learned 
men{whom God raiſcth vp amongſt you)do lament be 
no more rebellious and oppolite to this diuine light of the 
holy Scripture, for whoſocuer are (o, they will have 11] 
ſucceile, and one of your great Potters learnediy notes. 
He that goes out of his houſc in the night, hee caries with 
him a Torch, or a Lanthorne, and he that doeth not fo,is 
in danger to fail or ſtumbie ; and in the night and Carke- 
nefle of this lite, the Scripture muſt be the lie f9r,to guide 
and condu& vs, except we meane to trippe and tumble a 
cuery ſteppe, as the ſame Author fers downe: wherefore, 
moſt aeare brethren , you {nall doe exceeding well , if ac: 
cording to the counſel] and aduile of the ApoltleS. Peter, 
you be intentiue and obſeruant of the divine \ord,con- 
firmed by the Prophets, as one that is conduQed by a re- 
ſplendant and bright Torch in an obſcure and darke 
place, white the light of the true day breake foorth , and 
that the Authour of light, may riſe and ſhine in your 
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itſelfe is locleare and manifeſt; 79 
that it needes no proofe nor teſtimony.) Father Jeſus de catoria, | 
Maria, confirmes this trueth in the lame wordes pro-

And it you would know why that ſame ſucceſſor ro S.

other beaſts , hee commits his rapine and robberies, and

The 
third endis , a4 corrigexaum ; that is, to correct vice, and 
rebuke the guilty , becauſe the ſame preſcribes rules of 
corretion,and points out thoſe things that are to be cor- 
reatcd , together with a meanes to reforme them, The 
fourth end is : adernazenaum in luſtitia, toinſtrutthem in. 
righteouſnefle and equitie, becauſe it doth notonly teach 
{ſuch verities,as enlighten the vnderſtanding,but alſo fur- 
ther the doctrine of vertue, which mooues and excites 
the minde to loue and imbrace them , propounding all 
thoſe motiues, meancs, and benefirs, which ſtirte vp a 
Man to put them in practiſe : and hnally ratifying afteran 
excellent manner that formerly vtrered, ſaying; Yr perfe- 
tires [it homo Det, vel omuc opus bonum inſtruct : For it re- 
maines not ſarished, in the {imple reaching of any vertue, 
but in deciphering an high and compieate perfetion in 
themall: that the man of God may be perfe&t, and well 
inſtructed in all manner of good workes, andinthe exer- 
ciſ2 of all vertues , from the meaneſt ro thoſe which are 
molt exceilent, and ſupereminent. A little vnderneath : 
The fulneſſe of all wiſedome is found in the two Teſta- 
ments,the New,and Old. Thus farre proceedes the ſame 
Authour : and thus, with that formerly alleadged,I haue 
{ufhciently expreſſed the propounded trueth , of the vali- 
ditic and all-ſufhciency of the holy Scriprures : from 
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whence weealſo gather ( toretu — 
reciſely and ſtritly Chriſtians are bound to reade, and 
be often conuerſantin the holy Scripture : For, what can 
be more neceſſary for them, then that which compre- 
hends andcontaines all that is behoofetull and requilite, 
to liue here a life of grace, and afterwards to obtaine a life 
cternall, which in the ſame is expreſſed and manifeſted, 
And now it istime we ſhould come to the obietions 
of our Aduerſaries , againſt the vſe and free reading of #8 
the Bible in the vulgar rongue. Their firſt reaſon is ; that Ph

title, as that of ſwine , and dogges. Secondly I anſwere, 
that whereas there are diucrs that tearme them(ſclues Se- 
culars, towhom many Eccleliaſticall perſons are nor to 
becompared , for ſanRitie and puritie of life ; yea , who 
many times are worſe thenthe moſt reprobate Seculars, 
{as in anotherplace we will proouc) therefore the Pope

which humane malice may not depraue and abuſe. VWhat 
doxtrine can be more exact and-infallible,then that ofthe 


| 
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Goſpels and of S. Pauls Epiſtles? and yet notwithſtan- , | 
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ding all the heretiques that cuer haue beene, both mo- 
derne, and of ancient times, haue pretended to ground 
their hereltes vpon this ſo perte&t dofrine : whereupon 
the Apoſtle S. Peter, making mention of S. Pauls Epiſtles, 
heſayth, that there are in them many very difficult things 
to be vnderſtood, ſo that many wicked men tooke occa- 
ſion out of this, to plant their errors. And further hee 
addes, that heretiques labour ro maintaine themſclues, 
out of all the bookes of the holy Scriptures , wreathing 
and wreſting them to colour and cloake theirerrors. And 
belides this, what is there in humanelife, ſo neceſſary and 
profitable, but if wce forecaſt ſome inconuzniences that 
may enſue, wee may thinke it fit to be reieted ? Thus 
fachcrs ſhould neuer marrie their daughters, becauſe ma- 
ny wiues dic in childbed ; and other ſome, are cut off b 
the crueltic of thcir husbands : let there be no Phyſicke, 
nor Phylicians, becauſe many times, both they and their 
medicines kill : there muſt be no {words nor armes, ſec- 
ing men cuery day kill one another : men muſt not crofle 
the Seas, inthat there happen cuery day fo many ſhip- 
wrackes both of men and goods: all ſtudy in Theolozie 
muſt belaid apart, becauſe all hereriques abuſing and adul- 
E 3 terating 
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EE, takc occalion to ground their heres 
liesand errors thereupon. But what do I ſpeake of earthly 
things, ſeeing eucn thoſe heauenly are norexempred from 
cheir inconueniences? Vhat can be more.cxpedient and 
requiliretor the vſe and gouernment of this world , then 
the Sunne? and yet how many men haue dyed & growen 
ſicke, throvgh the immoderare heare thereof? But why 
doe | inſiſt 11 theſe things ? when euen from the good- 
neſle, mercy, and paſhon of Ieſus Chriſt our Sauiour, 
(which are the fundamentall cauſes of all our happineſle) 
cuill men preſume to perſeuere and continue in their fins ? 
Vnto all that, formerly deliuered , I willannexe this one 
thing of great cconlideration; and therefore I demand, 
Whar more efhcacious and piercing motiue can there be, 
to convince all'vnderitanding, and reduce them to true 
faith, rhen the reſurretion of Lazarms, who had lien bu- 
ried foure dayes, and ſtunke, whom the Lord raiſed vp 
againe with theſe words ; Za{arus come foorth, And this 
was ſufficient, that neither the gates of death,nor the liga- 
rures & bands wherewith he was bound,could keepe him 


m 
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in his grauc. What heart can there be ſo hard and obdu- | 


rate, that will not be mollified, and yeeld to the faith and 
belicte of that Lord , by meanes of this ſo incxplicable a 
miracle? Bur O the incredible malice of humane hearts ! 
this ſo wondertuil a miracleis notonely not preualent, to 
ſubdue the hear:s of the high Prieſts and Phariſes, but 
further here-from , they were excited to condemne to 
death the worker of ſo renowmed a miracle : wherewith 
not being content, they fought to kill Zazarws, becauſe 
many by his meanes came to beleeue in the Saviour. 
\Wheretorc, it humane malice be ſoimplacable, as thar it 
here-from aſſum'd a motiue and ſtimulation to ſo great a 
wickedneſſe, whocan produce any argument fram that 
abule, wherewich wicked men alienate and adulterate 
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good things , wringing andwreſting them'to their cor- 
rupt and prophane willes, that hereby a good ſhould be 
preuented and cur off? Torthis demaund made by fo fa- 
mous an Author, (whoſe reaſons all theſe I hauc deliue- 
red, were) I would faine haue the Romane Antichriſt 
make an{were, who prohtbites the reading of the ſacred 
Scripcure: to an innumerable ſort of the vulgar, depri- 
uing hem hereby, of intinits many benetirs, which from 
the reading of the ſame doe accrew, in that ſome abuſe 
andalienarethem. This Author {till proſecutes,ler all this 
be ſpoken, thatmen may diſcerne and vnderſtand , that 
there can be nothing {o good, bur itis expoſed ro ſome 
inconucniences, yet procur'd rather by the abuſes of men, 
then out of che originall nature and qualitie of things. 
And yer for ail this, thzreisno reaſon, that through the 
diſorder and miſpriſton of a tew, many and good men 
{ſhould logſe the fruic and emolument of wholeſome do- 
&tine. All which our bleffed Sauiour plainely intimated 
vnto vs, inthe parable of the Cockle, where he ſayes,thar 


the other ſcruants demanding of their maſter, whether . 


they {hould weed outthe bad weeds or no, that ſo they 
might not be pretuaiciall ro rhe good ſeed, hee anſwered 
them, that they {hould let them atone,becauſe ir may well 
be, thatin plucking vp tne weeds, rogerher with the,they 
might irradicate the good eurts, In which parable hee 
points out vnto vs, thatthe priuiledge and immuniries of 
the good, ought f5 tenderly to be reſerned, that many dil- 
commodities are to be digelted... rather then that good 
men {hould be hurt or damnifted.. If Chriſt himſel!fe 
taught vs thus much , why does the Pope, who vaunts 
himſelfe to be his Vicar, borh teach and pratiſe the con- 
trary ? Why docth hee cepriue goo] men of the diuine 
Scriptures, and thereinof a treaſure ineſtimable, inthar 
{ome particular bad men vie them ill? ſecing he is nor a 
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vice-go0d vpon earth, (as with a braſen face hee entitles 
bim(lfe) but a vice-deuill of hell, whoſe workes he pers 
formes , and whom men obey in cucty thing ; whereof 
(except he ſpeedily repent) hce ſhall one day recciue the 
iuſt reward and recompence. Bur yet, let vs proceede a 
little further with this Author : Vato all this I adde(ſaith 
hee) that ſound dottrine is fo farre from being a moriue 
and ſtimulation vnto errour, that rather it is the meanes 
ro confirme and ftrengthen vs in our faith : wherefore I 
thought good , here toinſert a thing, which a certaine 
Lord of the holy Inquilition of theſe kingdomes of Por- 
t1gall related to me, the which is very behoouefall to 
prooue the benefit ofgood and diſcreet reading, and the 
diſcommoditie thar growes from bad and iniudiciall per- 
uſing of bookes. This Lord therefore , reported ro mee, 
that a man came to that ſacred Court, to require mercy, 
who freely confeſt, that applying himſelfe to reade cor- 
rupt and vicious bookes , his true faith was thereby ſo 
ihaken, as that he tirmely belecued hee had no more to 
anſwere tor, but co dic like a beaſt. Butafrerwards, vpon 
a ſpeciall occaſion thar fell our, or rather in that it was ſo 
ordained by diuine prouidence, he began againe to reade 
and peruſe books of good inſtrution ; by meanes where- 
of, he was releaſed of the blindneſle wherein he formerly 
ſtood. This very Author till annexeth another exam- 
ple ofa Moore, whole eyes God opened bythe helpe of 
200d and commenda?le reading, euen as it happened to 
the Queene of Echiopia's Eunuch, by reading in the Prc- 
phet E/a/z5. Wheretore if rhe benefites growing from 
g00d reading be fo diuine, and that of corrupt and vici- 
ous reading, ſo hurtfull and pernicious, let me aske of the 
Papiſts one queſtion ; From whence comes it, that bad 
reading 1s permitted to ajlin generall, and the good onely 
roafew innumber? ltrchey know and belecue that the 
Eunuch, 
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Eunuch, being one in the ranke of ſecular men, attain*e | 
to the vnderitanding of Chriſtian veritie, by reading of Z 
the holy Scriptures, and thar the fore-mentioned 5pa- 
niard, by the reading of profane bookes lolt his faith,and 
became an Atheiſt, how comes it, that the Lords Inquilt- 
tors after hereticall errors, doe not conſent that there one '"- 
onely booke of the diuine Scriptures may be publiſht in X (1:5 
the vulgar tongue, that ſo ſccular men, like to that Eu- 1% 9 
-nuch, may daily reade in it, whereas they tolerate an in- 
finite company of obſcene and vicious bookes , permit- 
ting them to come into cuery mans hands? If they take 
away the holy —_— from the popular ſort, which 
might be very profitable for many, and nopreiudice to 
any, (except they aſſume ir from their owne corruption 
and blindneflc) vnder colour and pretext, that ſome 
ground their errors out of them, how is it, that they ſuf- 
fer ſo many bad and profane bookes, thar can benefite 
none, but (as experience continually reacheth) are the in- 
ftruments of many euils? I cannot conceiue whar an- 
ſwere tne Papiſts will returne hereunto : but this I am 
aſſured of, that as the Pope, the Inquilitors, and great 
Prelats know well, that the vulgar ſortcan neuer polhibly 
come to the ſenſe and feeling of that miſerable ſeruirude, 
whereunto they haue reduced them , by the meancs of 
depraued and petulant bookes, they therefore indiffe- 
rently permitthem to be read of all men, making no ac- 
count of rhe errors and vices, that encreaſe through the 
reading of ſuch bookes, in that they ſpeake not againſt 
the Authoritic of the Pope nor of the Inquiiitors : But by, 
reaſon they know, that the holy Scripture isaclearc and 
manifeſt light, that will reueale their workes an:! falſe do- 
Arine, they vſe all thecare and circumſpetion pothble, 
thar the vulgar ſortmay netreade them, and ſo come t9 


diſcerne the inſupportable yoke they haue laide . pon 
thcm- 
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fs, out of alldoubt is the true reaſon, why they 
ſuppreſie the reading of holy Scriptures, and tolerate 
thole thatare corrupt and bad. 

And thac this may the more clearely appeare, I thought 
fit here to ſer dow:c ſomewhat of mach, which divers 
Spaniſh DoXors haue verer'd againſt prophane bookes, 
and the great preiugice that euery day growes in Sparne, 
by rhe re:ding of them. Farther Torres, amongſt other 
things ath:mes, that many of thoſe bookes viually read 
at ch15 day throughout all $»a/xe, are obſcene ard diſho- 
neſt, and are good for nothing elſe, but ro make Pandors 
and ſecret Bawdes teaching them to linne, and to ſend 
many ſoules into hell. Theſe pernicious bookes hauc a 
number of followers and well-willers; burgood writings 
that trear of vertue and pietie, lie cloſe hid vp in corners : 


for thele il! bookes, like acanker,enter and ſeaze vpon all 


parts of the mind,and ſoirradicate and plucke vp the root 
and ground of all vertues ; but the Lords Inquilitors 
winke atallthis. Father Joſeph ae [eſs Marra, is very ad- 
mirable vpon this ſubiet,exhibiting vnto vs mahy ſtrong 
and vnan{werable reaſons, wherewith to ſubdue and 0- 
uercome our aduerlaries : Firſt of all therefore hee layes, 
that in many bookes, whichare much read in the vulgar 
rongue, and come into the hands of the common people 
in S74/ne_, they vie idolatrous ſpeeches and phraſes, 
whereir the Chriitian Faith and Religion is ſcandaliz'd, 
and the religious and godiy cuftomes of Catholike peo- 
ple: T hit bookes of Yoerrie, arc tull of blaſphemies, and 
vent more crror: then euer the Gents did in their wri- 
tings. All this, the ſame Author afhrmes , and duly ex- 
perience {hewes no lefle , which the Lords Inquilitors 
know well enough and yetnotwithitandingall this,they 


_ vnio all, and except none, the reading of ſuch 
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they repute it for a crime worthy of death, Ia: 
fence of that nature, they puniſh it. This very Author 
ſayes further , That in thoſe bookes there are not onely 
found many violent inſtigations to vice, but alſo maſters 
and skilfull cagyv*: , whorecach andinſtru&t, how to 
attempt rag proſecute them ; yea which is more, they 
make a bed for hereſtes. Burt this laſt (though ir be infal- 
libly trac) he confirmes with a very groſle and explodible 
lie, ſpeaking thus : When impious LZuther (ſaith hee) be- 
gan ro diſperſe his poyſon in G:ymanie, Sathan being de- 
firous to bring into Fraxce likewiſe this herelie, when he 
found ſo maine a reſiſtance in that moſt Chriſtian king. 
dome, he laboured with ſubrill policic, to haue the Fables 
of Amalz of Gaule tranſlated into French,that they mighe 
infe&t and taint the minds of Noble people , they being 
beſt read , and moſt curious in reading , and to prepare 
them for the embracing of hereſies; and fo by the tickling 
delight of 1{ciuious loues , of fabulous tears of &rmes, 
and magica'l Incantations, the mindes of men in a ſmall 
time were {o poiſoned and defiled, that no diſcourſe paſ- 
ſed among ingenious and curious people but of matters 
ridiculous and fabulous. And that when the deuils mini- 
ſters perceiued, how this Tranſlation was fo well recei- 
ued and entertained , they returne againe, to ſow abroad 
other dreames and Fables, tranſlating daily more immo- 
deſt and fabulous bookes, which did ſo obfuſcare and 
darken young wits, and ſo notably polluted and ſtained 
their willes, that men retir'd chemſelues from the reading 
of good books, and diuine Hittortes, and cuen the Name 
of Chriſt came to be lefle called vpon. Thus farre extend 
the words of that Author; wherein, firſt, matter i- mini- 
ſtred ro vs of no (lender laughter, in his impuring to the 
Proteſtants of France, (whom hee calls hererickes) that 
which iuſtly at this day may be rather impoſed on the 
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iiits, and thoſe praftiſes currant and in vſc amongſt 
them, as the ſame Author himlelfe complaines, roge- 
ther with many others, and dayly prootes and trials 
would informe vs, though they had beene filent. For 
who 1s ignorant, that in the PapacieFhwne Hiſtories are 


exil'd and banilhr, and prophane, and fabulous Roman- 


ces broughtin, in thar ſtead > No man there, mentions 
the calling on the Name of Chriſt, but vpon ſome image 
of itone, or wood, of his Mocher, or ſome other Saint. 
And who knowes nor, that throughout all the reformed 
Churches, they are conuerfant general'y n reading free- 
ly the holy Scriptures, and that one!y the ſacred Name 
ot Chriſt is in cuery place, and ot ali men called vpon ; 
and therefore in this re{pe&, the Pope, and the Inquiſi- 
tors, proſecute them with tire and ſword, endeauouring 
that thote Saints by them canoniz'd, thould bee prayed 
vnto, and Chrilts holy Name quite and cleane forgot- 
ten? But leauing this tor another place, let it be lawfull 
for vs once more, todemand of the Papiſts , Whatis the 
reaſon, that they vnderſitanding how theſe fantaſtical! 
and id!e bookes, brought ſo much detrimentand hurt ro 
the fairhtull in Fravce_, thitas wiſemen ( whoſe pro- 
pertic it15, as wee ſay in our Spaniſh tongue, £ſcarmentar 
en cabeca agen, To bee atraid by other mens harmes) 
they doe not banith out of the Pa»acie, the originall and 
cauſe of ſo many euils, yer this they nor onely nor doe, 
but cuery day they bring in and multiply theſe bruriſh 
and fordide bookes ? Forlabouring fo indnſtiiouſly and 
ftul:oully, ro remooue out of Syarme_, rhe holy <crip- 
rures in rhe vulgar tongue, the ſame being revealed by 
God , neither contciaing ſo much as one letter, that 
juſtly demerits either blame or reprehenſion, bur being 
written onely and wholly for our in{tzution and be- 
nchite : wherefore, I ſay, viing ſuch rigor and ſeucritic 
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to this diuine Booke, doe they. indifferently and Pe 
rally permit allmen , to reade an infinite number of baſe 
and pernicious bookes,, replenii};t and ſtufit with blaſ- 

hemies , and implying many Herelies, whereunto 
they attract, and,drawe the moſt godly and zealous, 
as our Aduerſarics themſelues trankiy confefle, and ac- 
knowledge, Till our Aduerfaries giue a tull an{were to 
this demand it will not bee alcogerhee vniit, here to ſer 
downe, what lea: e4 Door Leozx latch , after hee hath 
complained , that one of the greateſt calanuties of our 
times , was, that men ate growen to ſuch an inclination 
and diſpolttian , (hee fpeakes of the Papiſts, and more 
particularly ot the Spaniards) that the holy Scriptures, 
whichat ocher times, were woat to be a cure and remedy, 
are become an infe.tious poylon , for this preiudice ( he CR 
fayes) they haue wrought , that by the preſumption and nomtres de 
pride of the vulgar, they haue made the reading of the © 
Scriptures vaprofhcable tor them, and ſo another dilſcom- 
moditie enſues , I cannot tel] whether i may 1uſtly ſay 
a worſcr, for they betake rhemſelues , withour any bri- 
dle orre(traint , t2 the reading of many bookes , nor one- 
ly vaine, and friuouious, but importantly obnoxious 
and hurtfuli; the which as by the Arr of the deuill, haue 
in number encreaſt more in our age then any other , for 
want of ſuch as were good and vertuous, and the fame 
hath hapnencd to vs, as many tmes ir dorh with the 
earth , which , when it cannot bring forth corne, it pro- 
duceth thornes; and 1 afirme, that this ſecond dam- 
mage, doth in ſome fort ſurmount rhe other , becauſe We 
in the ſac;ed Scriptures, men onely loſe a great Inttru- Uh 
ment and meanes, to be good, burin theſe profane Au- 
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thors they finde the occations, to be euil! and wicked fur {1 4 

in the firſt onely the Rudder and Sterne of good gouecrn- 09 
ment is taken away, and inthe other fomentarion and : q 
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FSmunment 1s exhibited ro vices. For as S. Paul allead- 
gcth, cuill wordes corrupt good manners, and an ob- 
{cene and vnpure booke, which is dayly beforethe eyes 
of him that reades it , what willit notefte&? or how is 
it poflible hee ſhould bee cleare from grofſe and vawhol- 
ſome blood, that is maintained with nothing but cor- 
ruption, and poyſon. And in trueth , if wee doe but 
intentiuely obleruec it, and bee 1uit and vpright indges, 
wee cannot but giue ſentence, that rhe greateſt part of 
our deprau'd and debauſht cuſtomes ( which wee dayly 
ſee and meere witha l } proceedes from the continuall 
reading of theſe protane and ſcurrillous bookes , with a 
relith of Genriliſme and Infhdelitie , which thoſe that 
are Zealous of Gods (cruice finde in them , and I knowe 
not, whetherin any age amongſt Chriſtian people, a grea- 
ter plague hath been prooued. In my tudgement, the be- 
girning the roote, and the abſoluce originall of theſe 
cuils, conliſts in theſe bookes. This and much more, 
the ſame famous Dotor writ vpon this particular, and 
queſtionlefJe would haue ſpoken much more, and farre 
more ſignificantly , had it nor been tor that ſame cruell, 
barbarous,and inhumane Inquiltion of Spazpe , in which 
molt {tinking and obſcure priſon, hee remained ſeuen 
' yeeres, in the Towne of Ya{adolid, where ( as all the 
world knnwes ) hee vnderwent great troubles , affli- 
ions , a1d trorments, becauſe hee vttered in a Ser- 
mon, a Propoſition, that was not pleaſing to the Pope 
oft Rome, thoughit was but Chriſtian and true , where- 
of, peraduenture wee will intreate more atlarpe in ano- 
ther booke. Now, it remaines,we only oblſerue how the 
ſacred Scriptures are not prohibited the faithfull, ro con- 
taine them within a certaine moderation and gouerne- 
ment, becauſe rhis impertinentand ſcuere prohibition 
(as the Papiſts themſcluces well knowe )- is a cauſe, of 
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greaterand more pernicious Inconueniences. And w 
can bee ſo credulous as to belceue, that ro make bad men 
good, thy mult needes depriuc them of the holy Bible, 
which1s the onely In!trumenr to make them good ? when 
they freely permit dithonelt and immodelſt bookes, which 
are the proper In!truments of finne and impictic ? Sure- 
ly hee cannot but bee a foole that beleeues this. Burler 
vsgrant, tharthey who tooke from the vulgar the vſc 
and reading of the Scriptures, pretended herein to re- 
mooue occaſion and meancs of breeding errours; yet, 
when long experience had taught them, thar, 
Inci 'erunt in Scllam, cuprentes witare Caribdmn : 

whichis, that ſtudying to preuent one preiudice, they 
brought in a chouland, / ſeeing through default of the 
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holy Scriptures, profane bookes crept in) why, { ſay,did [,r4 mite 
they not labour to ſuppreſſe ſo pernicious a piague , by /eqummmr. 


reſtoring them , and excluding the other, ſecing naturall 
reaſon informes vs, that of rwo neceſſary euils,we thou!d 
eucr imbracethe leaſt : how much more.in that the holy 
Scriptures are good of rhemſelucs , and remote from ajl 
euill. There is no doubt, but it thar prohibirion ſimply 
aymed at the good and benehr of the taithtul they would 
haue beene ſo ; but there's all the matter in thar rhey do 
not ſo much lecke the profit and benefit of the futhtuil, 
burrarcher cheir 0'ne particular ends and intereits ; the 
which conliſts mainely , in concealing f om the people 
the knowiedve of trueth , whichthcy-mightatrayne voto 
by meanes ofthe holy Scriptures, and that they thould 
not ſeeke and affe&tro vnderitand it, they haue alwayes 
entertained them, withthe ſcumme and dregges of 1dle 
and profine bookes : the reading whereof is nor onely 
' frankely permitted rhem , but furtherir isaczule, that 
opp-lite to the willes and delires of good men, rhey are 
peruſed and read ouer by all ; of which,amongſt others, 
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King, becauſe they haue ordained ſufhcient remedies a- 
eainſtthis dammage and pretudice, but rather from the 
negligence and careleſneſle of Iudges , both Secular and 
Ecclelialticall,in executing ſuchiuſt and good Lawes,and 
they , whom this molt of all did concerne , were the Bi- 
ſhops and Prelats of che Church, who being to giue dai- 
ly notice hereof to Kings and temporal Lords,that they 
might helpe and ioyne together, for the baniſhing our of 
the Commoniwea!th theſe fountains of pollution and vn- | 
cleanneſle; they did not only not do it,but Kings & Prin- | 
ces exhorting them to purge and cleanſe the Kingdome 
of this leriterous poyſon , they yetliue, and perſeuerc in 
the lame , with molt pernicious careleſneſle and forget- 
fulnefle, not wirhour ſpeciall and {ingular danger to their 
owne conſciences, and the ſoules of their poore ſubieRs. 
A little after , the ſame Authour ſayes, it is alamentable 
pitie, that ſo many ſage and wiſe con(iderations hauing 
bene entred into, to eſtablith theſe iuſt Lawes, which 
was (to remooue out of their Studics,and Libraries theſe 
harttull bookes) ſo many Petitions preferred by the 
Sollicitors of the Kingdome, ſo many meetings and con- 
| ſuitations with the Lords of the Counſell , with ſuch a 
- number of manifeſtations written and publithed , rouch- 
| ing the Kings pleaſure in this behalfe , it could ncuer bee 
once put in cxecution, the vrgent neceſhtie of this cxe- 

.D cution being ſo materiall and important, what ſhall wee | 
| ſav ro this? buronelv, that the Pope, Bithops,and Fa- 

| thers of th: Faith,conniue atthis perdition,ſecing neither 
the King , nor the whole Kingdome can ſo far prevaile 
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vith them, as to executeſuch iuſt, behoofefull and bene- — Mt 
ficiall Lawes ; in all other reſpe&s they being ſo ſedulous, 
induſtrious and circumſpett 1n purging ( as they ſay) the 
bookesand writings of the holy Dofors of the Church, 
{not exempting herein the Scriptures diuine) as appeares 
in a publiſht books, , called Index expurgatorizs. All this 'F: 
wee haue produced,by reaſon of that, which Father Gra- $41 
pada ſayes,he heard from an Inquiſitor, and hee himſelfe 
alleadgerh it, to ſhew the great dammage that proceedes : 
from bookes of corrupt dofrine and inſtruRion,and the fi 
incxplicable emolument & prohi , deriuing from bookes 

of good and vertuous Argument; it now remaines that Y | 
we [hou!d conclude and ſhut vp this diſcourſe, with the & 
very words which the ſame Granada vieth, inthe finith- ”, 
ing of his diſcourſe : Lawes, and iuſt Tribunalls, looke 
notſo much vpon particulars as to generalls, that is to 

ſay,not what may happen to particular perſons, but what : 
generally concerneth the good of all, who, in norea- , 
{on oughcro perith, through the abuſe and diſorder of 
ſome, neither in like manner doe they aime , at the par- 
ticular preiudice which things procure, if the general! 
benehts bee greater then the preiudices : as we may per- 
ceiuc in Nauigation at Sea, for it the dammages of thip- 
wracke be great and important yet the benefits of Naui- 
pation arc farre greater. 

Theſe are the principall reaſons which our Aduerſa- 
ries produce, againſt the publicke vie and reading ot the 
holy Scriptures, the reſt are ſo weake and frivolous , as 
they deſerue not to haue any more time ſpent in pro- 
pounding them , for that would bee as much as to refute 
them; and ſo the time wee {ſhould ſpend in them , will 
be better gain'd,, in ſetting downe two reaſons, which be- 
ſides the other before alleadged, ſhew plainely to our 
view, andasit were with the pointing of a finger, that 
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rhe Pope depriues not the vulgar of the Bible, to doe 


them good , bur rather to auoyd and ſhunne his owne 
precipice , with which wee will cloſe and thur vp this 
Treariſe. 

The firſt reaſon is, becauſe ( as Father Luys de Grant- 
daſayes) allthe ſtudie and care of our capitall enemie is, 
to bereaue vs of this light of the word of God , and hee 
confirmes it thus : The firſt thing the Philiſtines per- 
formed , when they had Samp/ſez in their power, was to 
plucke out his cyes3 and when they had done this, they 
tound no difacultic in doing whatſocuer elſc they meant 
tolay vpon him, cuen to the making of him grinde ina 
Mill. And this Authour addes, of the ſame people itis 
written, that they were very carefull and vigilant to pro- 
curethar there mightbee no Forges amongſt the people 
of 1{-4-1, but that having neede of any ſuch things, 
they {hould repaire vnto their Countrey to haue them, 
and to make vſc of their Forges, becauſe the people of 
Iſrael by this meanes , remaimng vnturnithed and diſar- 
med, they might the more catily ſfupprefle and ouer- 
come them. VVith the ſame Aurhour therefore, wee 


'- maydemaund, whatvee the Armes of a Chriſtian war- 


fare, but the Word of God ? and fiill with the ſame 
Authour wee perſcuercand ſay; our enemies in many 
parts, haue ſtript and bercaued v3 of theſe Armes, and 
1n ſtead of them, left vnto vs the bookes of their ha- 
tred and malice, which are obſcene and profane bookes, 
inſtigators vnto vice, all which they doe, that the peo- 
pt hereby remayning diſarmzd , they might ceaze vp- 
on them, and dilpoſe of them and their occaiions , ac- 
cording to their owne willes and pleaſures, imitating 
herein, that ſacriſegions and abominable King Antrachas, 
who commanded the b&okes of Gods Law, to betorne 
in pieces,and burnt ; and to kill any one, in whoſe hands 
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- at anytime they were found. This he did, becaufetas ram: ) 2 
Father Pacheco obſcrues) the wicked man ſaw, that for 4/w1/n, fob © Þ * 
his wicked deffignes and intentions , it was a behoofe- **** 'S. 
fall thing , to extingulh and ſuppreſle the ſacred bookes : 
And this,and no other,is the liuely reaſon,why the Pope { ( 
| and the Inquiſitors ſo expreſly prohibit them, and rake k 
| away the lives of ſuch fairhfull men, that delire to reade 'Y. 
them in their owne congue: like another Antiochus , do- 7 
ing as hee did, which moſt impudently and falſely they ER : 
would put vpon , and applie vnto Hezry the eighth, King rurſece, eals | 
of England ; affirming that hee tooke trom religious men pu puree 
; the holy Bookes , knowing thar the reading of them was C—_— 'F 
as powerfull and trenchant Armes. Vndoubtedly, if ] cep.z.andiaf.2 | 
ſhall expreſſe what 1 have by experience found true, in = 9 pets : 
this moſt noble and flouriſhing Kingdome of England, preanbnigdele. 
abour this particular, it will bee wonderfull different, >1rtedels | 
and contrary tothat which we ſee dayly practiſed at this 
day, in all gouernments living vnder the obedience of the 
Romane Church ; For whereas there, vpon grieuous and 
crucll penalties, the common people are prohibired the 
reading of the ſacred Scriptures , becauſe the Pope, and 
the reſt ofthe Prelates know well that they would tinde 
matter enough in them, wherewith ro conuince and 
condemne , their falſe doarines, here all faithfull and 
Chriſtian men, are exhorted to reade and meditate on 
them; nay, they are ſharpely rebuked it they doe not fo : 
For here neither the Bilnops , nor other Prelates and Mis 
niſters of the Church haue any teare, leaſt the people 
ſhould finde their condemn1tion , whereas in other pla- 
ces, this Diuine lighrot the holy Bookes is baniſhr, as { 
Father Gra»144 complaynes ang laments; but in this Granada ibids 
Realme it thines and Jightens tn :1c moſt hidden and ſe> ? 
ſecret corners thereof. Þ[ here Prelates are deftitute of all ; 
knowledge, yea ,inſogroile amanner , as that ſome of py 
G 2 them 
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enero much as ſawe the Bible, as Father Ee//s 
complaines , bur here there is ſcant achildeof a dozen 


yeeres olde, who hathnotread and readitoften, In 0- 
ther kingdomes , many of the Paſtours doe not vnder- 


ſtand the Divine writings , and which is more, they con- 


remne them , or at leatt ſeeme to make of them bura 
light and {lender eſtceme , neither doe they retaine any 
good opinion of thoſe that doe vnderſtand them, as 
moſt learned Door Leon afthrmes. Rere,all Paſtors in 
generall , bur eſpecially rhe moſt reucrend Biſhops, are 
veric conuerſant in the fame ſtudie' of Digine bookes, 
cuery one highly eſteeming , ro ſtudic and vnderſtand 
them, and hee is reputed but a bad Chriſtian, and a 


worſe Paitour that doeth otherwiſe. | And finally, in 


tholeparts,like wicked Artzoch,they put thoſe Seculars 


ro death that read the holy Scripture : bur here hke re- 
ligious and zealous Chriſtians , they commend and re- 
munerate ſuch as reade them. This, becauſe it 1s well 
knowne to all, I doe not here particularly (pecihie in any 
large relation, becauſe experience hath raught mee the 
trueth thereof. From whence I gather, that what the 
Papiſts taigne ana deuiſe of 7-ry the cight, is anin- 
fernall lye, forged by themſelves; for how canirſtand 
with any reaſon, that to bring 1n a Religion, that ap- 
prooues nothing more in the fairttfull , then the reading 
ofthe holy Scriptures, Hemry the eight ſhould prohibite 
them, and rheretore what they falſely father vpon 
Henry the eight, rather may bee applied ro the Romane 
Church, where the Scriptures are forbidden vpon paine 
of death, for no other ende, but the ſame for which 
efntiochus the Great gluppreſt and forbade the Booke 
of God. 

The ſecond reaſon which ſheweth that the Pope for- 
biddeth the Scriptures,not ſo much for the'peoples good 
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4s to ſhunne his owne ſhame, is thisenturft 
of Rome, knowing, that it hath euer beenz a commenda- 
ble cuſtome in the Chriſtian Church, that publike Rea- 


ders (hould daily impatrto all the people, the reading of 


the Prophets and other bookes of the holy Scripture,and 
thatin a Tongue which they vnderſtood, (as may be col- 
lected out of S. .4»b7oſe vpon the tourth Chapter to the 
Epheſrans, and Door Sandou.l well notes it, as wee {hall 
ſhew by and by) and withail perceiuing on the one part, 
that he could not quite put downe this good cuſtome,and 
without apparent {candall ; andon the other ide, conli- 
dcring, that it-rhe reading of the Scripture weie conti- 
nued to be permitted inthe vulgar rongue, his tyrannicall 
Empire would ſoone fall ro the ground, (becauſe it isim- 
5oſhble thar one [ſhould reade , or heare read the holy 
S-ripture, but he mult diſcerne rhe talihood of the Popes 
doArine) hereupon hee cratrily deuifed a middle way to 
effeX his purpole, which was (as wee haue ſaid) princi- 
pally to conceale his o:vne ſhame, more then to effect the 
good of the people. Firlt, hee ordained indeed that the 
Scripture {hould be read to the peopie, and thus farre hee 
cunningly cumpliea with the ancient Chriſtian Church, 
and by this meanes ſubtilly cait a vaile and milt ouer his 
treacherie : bur {:condiy, hee fo ordained reading of the 
Scripture, with ſuch a lIimiration and checke, that in ct - 
feXt (though the vulgar cannot diſcerneit) hee vererly a+ 
uerthrowes the prattiſe of the ancient Chriſtian Church, 
while he reftraines the reading otit ro a tongue not vnder- 
ſtood vuigarly, that is, to the Latine onely : which, what 
is it elſe ineftect, then not to haucit read art all ? and if ſo, 
itis then moſt apparent, that the peoples vnderſtandings 
are depriued of an inualuable benefit; and it is not likely 
that all this bultneſle ſhould be made for benetit to no bo- 
dy: andif to any body, cither to the people,or himſelfe; 
3 n0t 
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7 EÞrople (as hath beene ſhewed) eres, to him- 
ſelfe : and what tharis, appeares clearely, though he en- 
deauour to keepe it in the darke , which may beit be effe-

Qed in a tongue not vnderſtood : but ſuch is the Popes: 


ſubtilrie herein, that the poore ſeduced people cannor 
ſuſpect him all chis while, nor conſequently complaine 
or tceke for remedy, becauſe the Pope ſtil] beares them in 
hand with faire precenlions, that he ſtill keepes rhe anci- 
ent cuitome of the Church on foot, though indeed hee 
docith nothing leile z for the ancient Church eucr pro- 
pounded the Scriptures to the common people, in a 
rongue knowen and vnderſtood of all, as 1s cuidently 
prooued by theſe enſuing wordes oi Sazdowall. Iuftings 
Martyr ((ayh hee) relates of the Chriſtians of the Primi- 
tine Church, thaton the Lords Cay they aſſembled roge- 
ther, and Lectures were read vnto them out of the Pro- 
phets and Apoſtles; and when the Le&ion was ended, 
the Paſtoradmonithed them, to pertorme in life and pra- 
&ife, whar they had heard read : whereupon it is more 
then probable, that the ſaid Lecture and Reading was in 
the vujgar tongue, well vnderſtood of all the Auditorie ; 
tor otherwiſe, the Paſtor thould haue beene bur a foole,in 
vrging them to pertorme , what they neither conceiued 
nor vaderſtood ; becaule, according to that Philoſophi- 
call Axiome, Nv volutum, quin precognitum. Father 
Franciſco fAntonio allo confefleth as much , and that in 
plainer termes and words,as in theſe following : The E- 
piitles of the Apoſtles were read inthe preſence and hea- 
ring of allthe faithtull, ſo as they might be heard not on- 
ly by the learned , bur allo by the vulgar; not onely by 
olde men, but alſo by young. Then which, what could 
be ſpoken more platniy ? and 1ndeedit doch fo farre con- 


vince the conſciences of the Romaniſts, char as you ſee, 


they cannot chooſe but conteſle it, and therefore accor- 
dingly 
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dingly the Papiſts at this day ( that they might ſeeme to 
continue the ancient cuſtome) not being altogether {oim- 
pudent as alrogether to abrogate it , they make pretenſes 
(but all are but deceitfull ſhadowes) and teach that in the 
Le&ures and Readings of the holy Scriptures in the 
Church of &- at this day, all the people ſhould vnder- 
and, eucn as Father A2rquez clearly confeſleth,in cheſe

| wordes: One ot the principalleit reaſons, why wee ate 1s 4eino- 
| commanded to heare Maile on Feſtiuall dayes, is, becauſe res, 1.229, 


in the Epiſtles, Goſpels, prayers, and other things vttered 

in the Miſfſe, mention is made of all rhe chicteſt myſteries 

of our Redemption, becauſe fairhtull men hearing them, 

they migit be committed to their memories, and theynot 

grow forgettull of ſuch benctits. Tis is taken out of Fa- 

ther Marquez, Now it it be true(asis conteſt and preten- 

ded) that the people {hould commir to memory, and not 

| forget the things they heare, how comes itto patle that 
they doe not ſo? Is it not becauſe they vnderitand not ? 
and is not the cauſe hereot,their hearing it in an vaknown 
tongue ? and doth notthiscur oft all the benefits preten- 

| ded, and leaue the people in the {ame caſeas if they had 

no Scriptures at ail? Foras reaſoninformes vs, ana that 

great learned Doctor Le 'cf24 reacherh vs, He tharcan 

|  vttcrathingin Latine, it ze vnderſtand notthe Latine,it ,...... 4 

is the ſame as if he knewirt not atall. VWherefore in the !a/e cbr:5348 

Readings ofthe Romance Taurch, it13 onely pretended, 54+ 2 

and no more, that the people vnderſtand : butif you aske 

them what, or how they vnderttand, thetr laſt retuge and 

all che an{were rhatis lefris, That they vnderſtand what + 

the Church doth, and that implicitly, Morcouer, for the 

$ - betterpreuailing of this deluſion, and the entertainment 

- of this pretenle, the Papiits:themſclues belceuc , that in | 

the Maile Chrilt preacheth vntothern his Goſpel, by the 3572092 
mouth of the Prieſt, as _4/4aradonotes, and alſo by the \;x;r,13.4 c3; 
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high Maſſe, as the G/of/t ſpeakes, ſuper caput periectis, 25, 
dc inſariton 29. which Maſter Rodriguez alledgeth,who 
reacherth the ſame. The Papiſts doe likewiſe teach, that 
th: Epiſtle deliuered in the Maſle, is like vnto alcrter, 
which God ſends vato men, to reueale vnto them his 
will , and what hee requires at their hands , and that the 
Deacon when he reads the Letter, or the Prieſt-when hee 
reads it in the Matte, ftindsthe whole will of God therein 
implycd and intimated, as Father Pzexte ſpeakes. And 
moreouer Puente annexeth, that this is after the ſame ma» 
ner, as in the booke of E/dras is expreſled, that the Le- 
uites, Legerant in libro Legis Det dijtinitegy aperte ad intel- 
ligendum : & intellexerunt cum legereter, It this be gran- 
ted, I would faine hauec the Papiſts themſelues alike 
me; To what end thould Chriſt preach his Goſpel vnto 
men, but tothe end they might vnderſtand ? for there is 
no reaſon to ſpeake , when that which is delinered and 
ſmoken is not apprehended nor vnderſtood. As S. Augn- 
ne ſpeakes, and conformable to him, the Biſhop of Tor- 
7/2, The reaſon hereof themſelues doejyeeld : gra mor 
prodeſt lecutionts integrites, quam non ſequitar, intellectias au- 
diextis, And Chrilt our Lord, (peaking of a prophetic in 
theſe words ; qu/ legit, intelligat : for if he couet not to vn- 
derſtandir, his reading will be to ſmall purpoſe, as Fa- 
ther Pace notes, and obſerues. And how is it probable, 
that Chriſt ſhould intimate and declare vnto them his 
will, by meancs of the Epiſtle, when they vnderſtand not, . 
what 1s therein comprehended. This, as S. Paw! ſayth, | 
is rather a breathing into the aire, then an inſtructing of 
the people. Itis (as we vſually ſay in our Spaniſh tongue) 
predicar en fefjerto; to preach in the-deſert : For as the 
precedent Biſhop alleadged fayes , this comes to-paſle, 
when cither that which is deliucred is not vnderſtood, 
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ot that doArine which is preached, 1s ron BD *"T7@\ / N 
not a manifeſting of Gods will vnto men, by the mouth +. *®: 
of rhe Prieſt, bur a ſpeaking of the Prieſt onely to God a+ Saberabacy ;

the ſaid Bilhop notes very well, vpon that ſame very place 
of the Apoſtle : conformable to whom, Father Hurtado 
prooues, and preacheth, quod, quando quis Verb facit, apud 
hominem iznorantem, ſue lingus, propric loquendo non Loqui- 
tur : the reaſon hereof is, quia a6tualss loquatto, eſt attualis 
ſenificatio ret, 6 expreſiio, noneſt autem attualis (igniſicatio | 
ſine attual;i perceptione audientis : and hee confirmes it by : | 
this cxample , qaia ramus 1ppenſus , non ſignificat aliquid : 
attn, niſi quando, actuex illo cognito, acuenitur in cognitio- 
nem Vini : nec ramas eſt [iznum uwmento, ſed potatori, From. 
all this heretofore expretled, I colle&t,thart the Pope,more 
through force and feare, then conſent or will, propoun- 
deth the Scripturesin the Church to the people ; and this 
he doeth in Latine, to the end they may not conceiue and 
vnderſtand them. Wherein he goes quite contrary to the 

| order and courſe helde in the Primitiue Church, before 
he began to exerciſe his tyrannies vpon men ; which ve- 
| ry order of the Primitiue Church, is now obſeru'd in Ex- 
| glaxd, and throughout all the Reformed Churches, both 


% 
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conformable to reaſon , the Commandements of God, 
and Apoſtolicall inſtrution, w hich already we haue ſuf- 
ficiently prooued, and will doc more at large, if God per- 

mit me, in another place. 
Out of all this formerly produced, I conclude, that the 
Pope forbids the holy Bible to the common people, not | 
ſo much to reprehend them within the bounds of ſo- | 


brictic, as to retaine them in groſſe and palpable igno- 
rance ; 
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and maintaine his owne ; not to benetice foules, bur ro 
emptie purſes ; not to bridle the pride of his Subietts, 
bur to looſe the raines to his owne vabridled appetites, 
and of a priuate Romance Bilhop,, ro make himſelfe the 
abſolute ſpirituall Head , and high Prieſt of the whole 
world : thus like another LZacifer, he erecting and railing 
vp himſelfe aboue all that which is called God. Neither 
doeth he prohibice the Bible, the precious pearle of Gods 
word, becauſe it ought not to be giuen to ſwine, but in 
thathimſelfe is one, and would haue others to be (© too : 
not becauſe the ſame is darke and obſcure, but in that he, 
like a cloſe and {lie theete, loues darkeneſle berter then 
light, for the attaining to his proper ends and defleignes, 
and the morecali]y to tyrannize ouer the world. 

But they that are detirous and zealous of their ſaluat- 
on, ought with a gratetull and cheerefull heart, to receiue 
ſo high and inexplicable a benefhre , out of Gods diuine 


bounty conferred on vs,in declaring vnto-vs by the ſacred 
word, his heauenly will anc pleafure, (which is plealing 


and acceptable to him, and the ſame odious and offenſiue 
to the other,) that ſo tollowing the one,and flying the 0- 
ther, we may both live and dicin his loue and fauour, and 
by this meanes atcaine to be partakers of his glory ; the 
greatnefſe of which benefit, and ſupereminencie of which 
honour, 479/cs declared vnto the people in theſe expreſſe 
words, Wnat Nation ts there /o noble and happy, th.it enzoyes 
#he ſame Ceremonies, [udgements, and Lawes of Cod, whith 1 
will this aay ſet before your eyes? And in the Plalme 1 48. 
the royall Prophet yeeldeth praiſe vnto God, ſaying, thar 
hee had denounced his wora to Tacob, and his Ind5:ments to 
Iſrael : which grace and fauour he had not ſhewed to any 
other nation of the world, Soas this highand ſpecial! 
fuour ſhewed vs by God, in communicating himſelfe yn. 


FErors in the faithfull,as to nourith 
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to vs by his holy word, ought to bind vs to be the more 
carefull in ſeeking him out, cuen as he commandeth vs; 
and that we might rhe better doe it, hee gaue order, they 
ſhould be diuulged in our vulgar tongues, and the holy 
DoRors exhorts to the ſame ; moouing vs thereunto by 
the example of thoſe inthe Primitine Church,and others 
- thatliued many ages after, and alſo we are hereunto inui- 
ted, by the rare and innumerable benefits which doe dai- 
ly proceed therefrom , deriued from the truce knowledge 
we haue therein of God, and of his Sonne Ieſus Chriſt , if 
we deſire to be knowen ofhim with approbation, and ac- 
ceptation, and that note vsto be his ele&,through the ob- 
ligation wherein wee all ſtand bound, to obſerue his fin- 
cere ſeruice and worthip, ſubmitring all choſe remprati- 
ons which ordinarily aſfaile vs, to his holy will and moſt 
ſacred Law, if we meane to obtaine victory ouer ourene- 
mics, grolle ignorance and blindneſle, and without which 
this light, muſt needs haue a great power and domination 
ouer vs. Finally it binds vs, neuer to let this ſacred booke 
ofthe holy Scriptures to be out of our hands ; the reading 
and meditation therein , being our molt important felict- 
tie and happineſle, as may plainely appcare by all that 
which hath bcene ſaid, and Foxſecateacheth no leſſe, who 
is yet liuingin the Spaniſh Court, and eſteemed for 
one of the greateſt Diuines, and rareſt Prea- 
chers of our time.
